Found to Misrepresent 


Conditions 


Washington, D. C., March 27. — 


Lieut. Col. E. Lester Jones of the sup- 
ply division ot the Signal corps, testi- 
fied before the senate military com- 
mittee today that only one airplane 
had been shipped to Europe by this 
government since it entered thfe war.

At Crisis of War, Attacked By Great Hordes, and Forced 


to Retire, French and British Spirits Are Kept Up, 


Knowing We Shall Not Fail Them, He Writes 


New York, March 27.—A message from David Lloyd George, 


prime minister of Great Britain, calling upon the United States to 
send "American reenforcemenls across the Altantie in the shortest 
possible space of time," was read tonight by Lord Beading, British 
high commissioner to the United States, at a dinner given here in his 
honor. 


"We are at the crisis of the war-, attacked by an immense super- 


iority of German troops," said the premier in his message. Our army 
has been forced to retire. The retirement has been carried out 
methodically before the pressure of a steady succession of fresh Ger- 
man reserves which were suffering enormous losses. 


Cannot Exaggerate Need of U. 8. Troops. 


"The situation is being faced with splendid courage and resolu- 


tion. The dogged pluck of our troops has for the moment checked the 
ceaseless onrush of the enemy and the French have now joined in the 
struggle. But this battle, the greatest and most momentous in the 
history of the world, is only just beginning. Throughout the French 
aad British are buoyed with the knowledge that the Great Republic 
of the West will neglect no effort which can hasten its ships and its 
troops to Europe. 


"In war, time is precious. It is impossible to exaggerate the im- 


portance of getting American reenforcements across the Atlantic- in 
Hits shortest possible space of time." 


The dinner, which was given by the Lotus club in honor of Lord

One of thu 
ijrineipal 
arguments 


which has been presented in opposi- 
tion to the no-lirenee movement, per- 
haps the principal one from the pure- 
ly economic standpoint, is that the city 
will bo K-.SS prosperous financially If 
the sale of liquor is prohibited — that 
less people will visit the town for 
pleasure or business, that It will be 
shunned by commercial men, that bus- 
iness places will be closed, that tuxes 
will bo increased and that in general 
there will be less of the thrift which 
now distinguishes the community. 


The reasons or the arguments on all 


these points aro well known. The fact 
is, however, that they are arguments 
only; and villages, towns and cities 
everywhere refute the "wet" conten- 
tion. 


One may for an esampla take sep- 


aratn towns and villages in our own 
section — for instance tho whole coun- 
ty ot Delaware. One by one the town- 
ships of that county went dry. and now 
everyone ot them is no-license. 
The 


experience in some ot these townships 
runs back lair more than a quarter of 
a century. 
It this experience had 


demonstrated that no-license was det- 
rimental to the publi« welfare even in 
a monetary way, there has been plenty 
of time to find it out, and the descend- 
ants ot the canny Scots who largely 
settled there would have known it as 
.soon, as anybody. That the county is 
now dry and likely permanently to re- 
main so shows wliat public sentiment 
is after trying it out; and the general 
prosperity of the county demonstrates 
ttie same thing. 


In cities ot the size ot our Cvvn or 


larger, there has been no "dry" ex- 
perience in tHe state of New York. 
But tho country over there are plenty 
of cities- which are dry as a result ot 
the adoption of state-wide prohibition. 
The experience of these cities is inter- 
esting. Seattle, Wash., ia an example. 
The Times of that city, after opposing 
prohibition on economic grounds alone, 
announced in an interview with its ed- 
itor six months later that the savings 
accounts in the btmk.i had increased 
largely, that every grocery store in the 
city showed tho greatest Increase in 
btiainess It had ever known, and that 
the dry goods stores made like enthu- 
siastic statement of the results ot tho 
city going dry. Knowing tho facts the 
Times announced its conversion and 
its conviction that It was belter to 
buy shoes than booze. In dry Denver 
the Colorado Mayor sa.d tha tho bus- 
Iness Interests are generally satisfied 
with the present condition. Tho mayor 
ot Omaha says prohibition has helped 
business, peoplo buy more, pay better 
a.nd that rentals are about the same 
and in some cases better.

WRECK CAUSESHEAYY LOSS 


Twenty-one Beaded Cars Piled In Pyr- 


amid fashion Quarter Stile North 
of Slluserlands Tuesday Night — 
Fire Breaks Out, Necessitating Call- 
ing FJremeu to Help. 
Heavy will be the financial loss rc- 


suhinj; from the wreck on the D. & 
H., brief mention only of which «vns 
made in yesterday's Star. The wreck 
was caused by a broken journal oi' a 
freight car, and 21 cars were piled 
up on the down grade 
aWnt one- 


quarter mile north of Slingorlands. 
The train was an extra, northbound, 
and was in charge of Conductor Ban- 
croft of the Saratoga 
division and 


Engineer JLorrain ot this division. The 
cars piled up in a pyramid style over 
a distance of 600 feet: 
Shortly after 


the derailment the cars cout'ht fire 
and an emergency c»!! was sent to 
the Albany fire department for as- 
sistance. 
Owing to the distance from 


the fire hydrants, 
the 
department 


thought it could give no assistance. 


Yesterday morning, however, Vice 


President Gutelius of the D. & H. got 
in touch with the m<?.yor of Albany, 
who personally visited the scene in 
company with Supt, AleXeillie of this 
division, and when 
the 
conditions 


were'seen the mayor at once arrang- 
ed to send hose and. engine to the re- 
lief work. The Suburban Water com- 
pany, through Mr. Frasex-, provided 
water and in a short time after the 
arrival of the fire fighting apparatu 
the lire was out, but not until after 
all the cars were damaged, it is be- 
lieved, beyond repair. There were no 
cars of munitions in the train, con- 
trary to reports. , There was, how- 
ever, a shipment of acid arid of other 
chemicals. 
There were cars of bran, 


oats and other grains and a number 
of cars of coal .and one of automo- 
biles. The loss it is impossible to es- 
timate until after the cars are check- 
ed up and the goods and cars inven- 
toried.
